your paper under the heading of 
"Salary Grab" being an editorial 
reprinted from the Richmond Hill 
Liberal, wherein York county 
council and two county represent- 
atives appointed to the Toronto 
and York Roads Commission were 
criticized, had been brought to my 
attention.

This old lady celebrated her 
100th birthday on Sept. 10. She 
is in good health and has the use 
of all her senses and enjoys tell- 
ing tales of pioneer days, ac- 
cording to a letter received by 
W. J. Kay, Sutton. She lived in 
Georgina for a great number of 
years, then going to her present 
place of residence at Dauphin, 
Manitoba. 



Bank Of Montrea-lj 

Marks 1 25 Years Since 

Opening Doors 

REFLECTS CHANGES 

— i 

Canada's oldest banking institu- 
tion, the Bank or Montreal, on 
Tuesday observed the completion 
of 125 years of service to the 
people of Canada. Founded in 
1817, half n century before Con- 
federation, the bank is today aj 
nation-wide institution with j 
branches from coast to coast. 

When the Bank of Montreal 
came into being a century and a \ 
quarter ago, life in Canada was 
lather primitive. Travel was by 
stage-coach and ox-cart, by canoe 
and sailboat. No steamship had | 
ever crossed the ocean and the 
voyage by sailing-ship across the: 
Atlantic, even under favorable con-j 
ditions, often took three months j 
to accomplish. There were no j 
railways, and electricity and the; 
telegraph were unknown. 

In 1817. Canada as such did not; 
exist. The country consisted of a | 
few thinly-settled colonies, whose 
population totalled something less ■ 
than 400,000. Montreal, the chief j 
trading cenirc, had a population of i 
less than 20,000. 

Canada's First Real Money 

Canada had no currency of its 
own. and not only American, Brit- 
ish and French, but Spanish and 
Portuguese money was In circula- 
tion. Naturally, the ratios of 
exchange Into colonhil money of 
account were subject to frequent 
variations, and as a consequence 
domestic trade was carried on 
principally by barter, and inter- 
national business was on an un- 
stable basis. 

It was Jn an endeavor to over- 
come these chaotic conditions that 
nine Montreal merchants banded 
themselves together to establish 
the Bank of Montreal. Opening its 
doors on Nov. 3. 1817. the young 
bank Immediately set about the 
business of giving some semblance 
of organization to the financial

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INVESTMENT CONFIDENCE 

It is natural but at the moment unfortunate 
that the public has more confidence in the stabil- 
ity of the Canadian chartered banks than in the 
dominion government treasury- Victory bond 
salesmen are finding it difficult to persuade some 
people with money in the bank that their money 
will be just as safe invested in dominion govern- 
ment bonds as it is now in savings banks. The 
salesmen are quite right. If the dominion govern- 
ment ever defaulted, the banks would have to 
default too. The public's job at the moment, is to 
bolster the dominion government and to provide 
it with the funds to carry on the fight again3t 
Nazism. 

People have more confidence in the banks than 
they have in the dominion treasury because the 
banks have conducted their business in a sound 
way for long periods of years (the Bank of 
Montreal this week marks its 125th anniversary) 
and they have continuously told the public the 
important facts about their businesses. They 
have published statements of asset? and liabilities 
and year after year, and week after week, they 
have urged people to save with confidence that 
the money will bu there when they want it. 

It is impossible for the government to catch up 
witli the banks in a few week*, or a few years. 
People are not going to have equal confidence in 
the safety and availability of their money when 
invested in government bonds, and yet the fact 
remains, so far as we can see, that government 
bonds are just as safe and just as liquid as bank 
deposits. And of course the bonds pay a little 
better interest. 

The government is in the fortunate position 
that the banks, when consulted by their de- 
positors, are advising people to invest in Victory 
bonds and the survival of democracy. The 
government is in the fortunate position that not 
only bank managers, but all thoughtful and 
patriotic persons ore trying to make a success of 
the Victory loan. The government is iu the 
fortunate position that largely due to bank urging 
to save and bank cultivation of saving habits, 
people have the money to invest.

Honesty Queried 
By County Roads Chairman

hb spare time. The commission 
wm spend In this year of 
retrenchment over $300,000. In 
years of expansion it has expended 
over a million dollars. 

I have no apologies to make for 
the recommendation that the two 
county representatives on the Tor- 
onto and York Roads Commission 

should he paid the sum of 11,500 

per year to compensate them for 
the time, attention and ability 
which they will give to Its adminis- 
tration, A farmer should not be 

asked to leave hU farm or a 
business man to leave his business 
or a professional man to leave his 
practice for the time that Is 
necessary to administer this com- 
mission without compensation. It 
Is true that In the past the repre- 
sentatives of the county of York 
were paid a small dally Indemnity 
for each meeting attended. That 
system, which seems to meet with 
the approval of the writer of the 
editorial "Salary Grab," did not 
result In successful operation. The 
time has arrived when men who 
perform public duties should be 
honest with those who elect thenv 
and indicate clearly that there are 
few of us who can spend a substan- 
tial proportion 'of our time In the 
administration of public affairs 
without reasonable compensation. 

Both of the men nominated by 
the county council of the county 
of York were men of long munici- 
pal experience, men who are 
thoroughly familiar with the roads 
system and men who cavrled pub- 
lic confidence that the system 
would be operated honestly, fairly, 
economically and equitably. 
Neither representative sought the 
job. Both were approached be- 
cause they had the (tuntiilcaMons 
required. Neither of them suggest- 
ed compensation. We should not 
ask men to perform public ser- 
vices without compensation and 
we should not penult those who 
seek such positions upon tho 
theory that they will give their 
services free to get hold of such 
jobs. 

This article has done injustice 
to two men who have given the 
county of York valuable municipal 
service. If newspaper editors are 
so phllnnthroplcally Inclined that 
they suggest that public men 
should administer public affairs 
at their personal expense, how is 



It that editors are so conspicuous 
by their absence from municipal 
councils and commissions? Either 
they arc not honest in their sug- 
gestion that public services should 
be given without compensation or 
perhaps they do not possess tho 
qualifications which would justify 

their fellow citizens In entrusting 
them with appointments of such 
Importance. 

The editorial Influence in the 
north end of York county ahould 
be employed for the preservation 
of a system of highways which has 
been extraordinarily beneficial to 
that part of the county. The last 
thing that the north end of the 
county should do Is to suggest the 
abolition of the Toronto and York 
Roads Commission. The writer 
of the editorial apparently did not 
appreciate that the commission 
operates 340 miles of roods, of 
which 250 are arterial highways 
leading to the city of Toronto 
which are paid for by the city, 
the county and the province and 
that correlated with this system 
are 80 miles of lateral county 
highways paid for by the county 
and the province. This Is a 
system which anyone Interested 111 
the north end of the county should 
do everything In his power to 
preserve. 

The north end of tho county 
should appreciate that over 70 
percent of the cost paid by the 
county comes from the municipali- 
ties suburban to the city of Tor- 
onto. 

Neither "dollar-a-year men" nor 
people who suggest that they are 
willing to handle very large sums 
of the public's money without 
reasonable compensation have suc- 
ceeded In convincing the people of 
this country that such activities 
can be carried on without direct 
or Indirect compensation for the 
perrons Involved. To criticize fair 
compensation for honest men who 
will do an honest job Is to', contri- 
bute to the perpetuation of the 
conditions which led to tho con- 
demnation of tho old commission 
and the resignation of all of it* 
members.
